The building was erected by the Industrial Housing
Corporation on a basis of cost plus 10 percent. Sub-
contractors in many cases took part payment for their
work in stock in the club.

The corporation then authorized a mortgage on
g}e building and entered into a lease with the Women’s

ub.

To carry this lease, maintain the clubhouse, retire
the mortgage and retire stock so that the club will
eventually own the building and lot, it is necessary for
the women’s organization to raise between $200 and

$250 a month. This they.are setting out to do.

The value of the clubhouse to the community
cannot be overestimated. Its benefits will be more
fully realized in months and years to come. It is
noteworthy that the building has effected a great
increase in the membership of the Women’s Club. At
the time the questionnaire on the building proposals
were sent out the membership in the club was 78.
Today it is 218. w
